Lemon Cup Appetizer 

2 large lemons 

1 hard cooked egg, chopped 
_ 1 tablespoon mayonnaise 

1 can sardines, chopped 

\% teaspoon minced onion 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

Stuffed olives 
Lettuce 

Cut lemons in half, cut slice from 
bottom so cups stand level. Squéeze 
out the juice and clean out shells. 
Combine chopped egg, mayonnaise, 
sardines, onion and lemon juice, Fill 
lemon cups. with mixture and place 
in refrigerator to chill. To serve, ar- 
range each-in a lettuce cup and gar- 
nish with stuffed olives. Serves 4. 

Macaroni Salad Luncheonette 

2 cups cooked macaroni 

1 large can shrimps 

1 avocado 

2 hard-cooked eggs 

Juice of 1 large lemon 

1 cup mayonnaise 

Paprika 

Put-cooked macaroni in colander 
and pour cold water through it to 
separate it thoroughly. Remove black 
outer line from shrimp and cut in 
two. Peel avocada and dice, also dice 
the whites of the cooked eggs. Moist- 
en the yolks of eggs with lemon juice 
and mayonnaise. Stir the whole to- 
gether and serve on lettuce leaf, top-

Carrots are definitely a health food 
They say that pilots of the Royal Air 
Force are required to eat them near- 
ly every day to keep their eyesight 
keen.

If your family belongs to the anti- 
carrot faction, do not omit. carrots 
from the schedule just because of 
that prejudice. If you have . never 
eaten carrots fresh from your garden

TORONTO—The First Canadian 
Army University Course at Toronto 
University is described as being “like 
a wartime Royal Military College’. 
The 33-weeks course, just completed, 
was so successful that 11 other Can- 
adian universities will give similar 
courses during the 1943-44 term. Tot- 
al attendance is limited to 1,270. 

Members of the Active Army and 
high school students between the 
ages of 17 and 20, with matriculation 
qualifications and “A” medical cate- 
gories, are eligible to take the course 
They should apply, at once to the un- 
iversity they wish to attend, and 
must enlist in the Active Army be- 
fore August ist, The qualifications 
are similar to those necessary for 
entrance to the Royal Military Col- 
lege in peacetime, 

Students are housed in University 
residences and wear regular Army 
uniforms with flashes with “Army 
University Course” in white lettering 
They receive boy’s pay up to the age 
of 17% years and regular Army pay 
after attaining that age. All books 
and university supplies are provided 
free of charge. ‘ 

The students are given credit for 
their term's work if they wish to en- 
ter univergity later. They learn sur- 
veying, geometry, mathematics, 
@raughting, electricity, engines, and 
physics, Graduates will go to special- 
ized branches of the Army—engin- 
eers, artillery, armoured corps, infan- 
ry, ordnance and signals, to fill the 
ever-increasing need for trained men 
in an ever-more mechanized Army. 

Pte, Allan Knox, of Toronto, who 
had completed his first year in mech- 
anical engineering at the University 
of Toronto before taking the Army 
course, said the new course would 
equal a year and a half of regular 
university work. Sgt. W. L, Waylett, 
of Toronto, who had completed a 
year of finance and commerce before 
enlisting, added, “We get instruction 
in essential things, All the frills have 
been removed. It is easy to ‘realize 
that everything we are taught will 
be of great value to us as we go on 
in the Army.

who has not seen that building to 
visualize the amount of the destruc: 
tion, For instance, when we were be- 
ing shown around Bristol one day, 
our guide halted in the centre of a 


| large area that had been demolished. 


Pointing to a part of it, he said, 
“That is where one of our largest 
departmental stores used to stand.” 
We could see a heap of ‘rubble, but 
never having seer the store, it was 
impossible really to appreciate the 
extent of the destruction. 

In other places where the walls 
are still standing, it is much easier 
to understand the damage. We drove 
through parts of London, and later 
walked through part of Bristol, on 
brilliant moonlight nights, and the 
moonlight, shining through roofless 
and windowless buildings, made a 
terrible picture, never to be forgotten 

We visited blitzed areas in London, 
Bristol, Bath and Portsmouth, but 
there are many other © places that 
have badly battered areas—Hull, Do- 
ver; Coventry, Plymouth, etc. 

In some cases areas of several 


blocks have been absolutely flatten- |. 


ed, while in others, one house in the 
middle of a block may have been de- 
molished as if cut out by a huge 
knife. 

We were told that there is a well 
defined pathway between London 
and the coast, leading toward Ger- 
many, along which the fields were’ 
ploughed up by bombs which had 
been dropped by raiders who, unable 
to penetrate the London defences, 
had turned back ahd dumped their 
bombs at random. 

In April, 1942, Hitler carried out 
what is known as the “Baedecker” 
raids, (so called because they were 
aimed solely at destroying famous 
places), on Exeter, Bath, Norwich, 
York and Canterbury. Civilian cas~- 
ualties at Bath, Exeter, Norwich and 
York were 938 persons killed and 998 
injured, Many of the Killed were nev- 
er identified, The pathetic descrip- 
tion of one at Bath read, ‘‘Age, about 
two years; hair, fair; eyés, blue-gray 
division between top row of teeth; no 
other distinguishing features,” 

The most deplored architectural 
loss in Bath was the Assembly 
Rooms, The rooms, said to have been 
the most beautiful in Britain, were 
first opened in 1771, and had been re 
finished in 1938 at a cost of fifty- 
thousand pounds sterling. These 
rooms delighted Charles Dickens who 
made them famous as the scene of 
Mr. Pickwick’s game of whist with 
the: “three thorough-paced female 
card-players”, . 

Bristol, we found, had been rather 
badly battered, principally in the 
winter of 1940-41 during which 2,259 
houses were destroyed and about 46,- 
000 received varying degrees of dam- 
age. Many other buildings were des- 
troyed, including 22 elementary 
schools and 29 churches. 

Our home in Bristol was the Royal 
Hotel, which was carrying on, al- 
though the back part, including the 
dining room and many of the rooms, 
had been bombed off, The ‘rooms oc- 
cupied by some of our party did not 
have any glass in the windows. 

In four of the larger cities which 
we visited, we saw areas many 
blocks in extent that have been com- 
pletely flattened, Since returning 
home, I have heard that up until Dec 
ember 31st, 1942, the number of Brit- 
ons killed in air raids was 47,860 and 
the number injured was 56,410. 

We heard many expressions of ap- 
preciation for the, assistance sent to

One of the aims of the enemy was 
‘to destroy the morale of the people. 
It was interesting to study the actual 
effect. We found that the stories we 
had heard of the way in which the 
people ‘had taken the punishment 
dished out to them were absolutely 
true, Their: spirit is something won- 
derful. , 

One of our guides in Bristol, who 
had been a prosperous merchant, 
showed us a mass of rubble in the 
midst of the bombed airea, and quiet- 


ily remarked, “That is all that is left 
|of my life’s savings.” No complaints,

simple but highly destructive ns ot 
attack.. - 

When it was first employed a at-: 
tack oh U-Boats, it was nick-named 
“ash can” by the Sailors, The name 
remains, but the “ash can” soon won 
recognition as one of the most ef- 
fective answers to the menace of the 
U-Boat, One of the’ most precisely 
built instruments of destniction ever 
devised, it is not possible to call the 
depth charge beautiful; but its effect 
can be said to be very devastating. It 
is one of the few weapons that has 
escaped the modern stream-lihing 
trend that has affected most other 
weapons of war, and in appearance 
compares unfavorably with its slen- 
der sisters—the aeridl bomb and 
shell, It looks for all the world like 
oil drum, or a giant hammer with 
a short handle attached. 

We have all lately been reading of 
the successes of our Corvettes and 
Destroyers in the Battle of the At- 
lantic, but few of us realize the pre- 
cision and team work which is neces- 
sary for the accomplishment of this 
purpose. The warfare that our ships 
are engaged in is a strange, grim 
Struggle. In the vast majority of 
cases, the Navy finds itself in com- 
bat with an enemy which presents no 
target, and which it seldom sees. Con 
stant vigilence is necessary, and at 
all times’on our fighting ships the 
listening devices and detection mech- 
anisms are manned. 

The first duty of an escort vessel 
is the protection at all costs of the 
Convoy, and once a submarine is 
picked up on the listening devices, 
there 1s a mad scramble to turn the 
hunter {nto the hunted. -The Cor- 
vettes make hastily for the approxi- 
mate location and throw dopth charg 
es at random, This is done to divert 
the submarine from its purpose and 
make it seek safety. Once they are as 


has ceased, they get down to the real 
serious business, of locating and des- 
troying the submarine, 

The most effective method of dis- 
posing of a submarine, is to “pat- 
tern” it with depth charges—one is 
dropped over the stern, then a run is 
made to get ahead of him, half way

able area in all directions. Water is 
a comparatively incumpressible med- 
jum, and as the wall of water is 
pushed back it acts with the effect 
of a steel piston delivering a giant 
hammer blow against any no ates aa ‘ 
its path. 

To return to an examinatiori of the 
depth charge itself . In the first place 
its shape is easily explained, All that 
is required in a depth charge is space 
in which to pack one of the largest 
charges of explosives used in modern 
warfare. Secondly, it is more easily 
handled, and the Navy finds the cyl- 
indrical shape of the depth charge 
the most convenient. The «piston 
which detonates ‘the explosive is a 
precision instrument in itself. As the 
depth charge sinks, water flows into 
the piston chamber, eventually creat- 
ing sufficient pressure to actuate the 
firing pin. The rate at which the wa- 
ter pressure is built up determines 
the length of time that elapses before 
detonation takes place, and naturally 
the faster the-inflow of water the 
shallower the depth at which the 
charge is set off. The rate of inflow 
can be regulated, so that the depth 
charge explodes at the required depth 

It is too much to hope that depth 
charges will put an end to submarine 
warfare, but a vigilant Navy and an 
unlimited supply of “ash cans” will 
be a guarantee that the U-Boat will 
in the “Tong run fail in ite purpose, 
Let us as Canadians be sure that the 
flow of depth charges to our Naval 
Forces be maintained at its highest 
point of efficiency, so that some day. 
in the near future this war can be 
successfully concldued; and’ when we 
do win, let us bear in mind that one 
of the most important contributing 
factors to our Victory, will have been 
the keeping open of the North Atlan- 
tic for supplies to our. Armed Ser- 
vices, and the helping in the feeding 
of the British Isles.

Now, 
however, two stop-overs are allowed 
in order to make up a carload and,
